Introduction 

The Sciomyzidae are commonly found in marshes 
and other damp situations whose larvae are exclusively 
predaceous on snails that are of considerable economic 
importance because of their pest status in agriculture and of 
those known as the intermediate hosts of flatworm diseases 
of man and domestic animals. Sciomyzids are therefore of 
interest as potential biological control agents of these pests 
(Rozkosny, 1984; Vala & Gasc, 1990). 

Gilan Province is located in North of Iran near the 
Caspian Sea with about 14,000 km 2 . It also borders the 
Republic of Azerbaijan in the North, as well as Russia

Results 

In this study, eight species from seven genera were 
collected in Gilan province. Tetanocera hyalipennis is 
recorded for the first time for Iranian fauna and all species 
are new record for this region. The tribes, genera and species 
are listed in alphabetic order. Detailed morphological 
descriptions are not given. For further information, refer to 
the Rozkosny (1987).

Diagnosis. Frons completely shining; mid-frontal 
stripe indistinct, second antennal segment short, about half 
as long as third. Legs relatively slender and long; midfemur 
without seta on posterior side near apex. 

Trypetoptera punctulata (Scopoli, 1763) (Fig. 8)
